Correspondence from ‘Shasta. 


DEAR Paciric,—Compassion for the poor 
uncnlightened dwellers in your region, has 
long moved my heart, and at last moves my 
pen. IJt is really saddening and sometimes 
amusing to us in Shasta, to find by daily 
experience how little is known of us by 
you posscssors of the lower regions. For 
instance, there came a gentleman of educa- 
tion and*vefinement up here the other day, 
fresh from the instructions of the teachers of 
the people of San Francisco, Sacramento, 
and MarysviNe, who supposed that Shasta 
and Shasta Butte cities, were one and the 
same. It seems necessary, therfore, to be- 
gin at the beginning, and give you a brief 
account of ourselves and these parts. 


the Coast Range, some two or three miles, 
in a direct line from the Sacramento River 
—by the road it is six. We are nearly 
North from San Francisco, about 350 miles. 
This is not only oncof the best built mining 
towns in the State, but it is a trading town 


from a thousand inhabitants, a dozen and 
more hotels, and some fifty stores and shops 
of various sorts. Sporting-houses are plenty 
—more than a score of fancy women—and 
fancy men by the hundred inhabit them. 

‘The first house was built here in the Fall 
of ’49—now there are near 200, and over 40 
new buildings going up. The strect is 
thronged every day with ox and mule 
teams—for this is the head of “ whoa haw”

navigation. And besides the long train of 


wagons constantly arriving, there are nu- 
merous pack trains of mules and horses, 
either passing through from below, or staYt- 
ing from here for Trinity, Scott, Klamath, 
and Salmon Rivers, or Shasta Butte City, 


are becoming a little more known to the 
people below,a crowd of new-comers is 
thronging our streets and hotels. There is 
a daily line of stages from here to Colusi, 
and a second which leaves every other day, 
besides any number of extras and mule 
teams that run as occasion requires.

make a successful stand against the further 
spread of the Ottoman power. Altogether, 
Christian Europe had attained the degree 
of vigor and self-reliance that left it no long- 
er in doubt-that her affairs would continue 
to occupy the leading position in history for 
along period. Mohamedan rivalry in learn, 
ing, in arts, and in arms had been distanced. 
At this period, when the ardor and strength 
of revived learning and awakened enterprise 
were absolutely cramped for want of an ad- 
equate field for the exercise of their ener- 
gies, America was opened to the knowledge 
and aecess of the. active and advancing 
world. No other event in the history of 
mankind, excepting always those marking 
our relations to our Saviour, is in any de- 
gree comparable to this in its unlimited in- 
‘fluence upon the condition and progress of 
the race. “The world was at once, practic- 
ally, more than doubled in magnitude. “The 
New World” was immediately applied as 
the designation of the newly discovered 
hemisphere. What elaborate form of ex- 
pression could more aptly present to our 
comprehension the exultant admiration 
which overwhelmed the mind at the won- 
derful expansion of material nature? If 
one of the Planets should now become ap- 
proachable by improved Steamships and 
Railroads, the accession to the impetuous 
current of human enterprise would not be 
more astounding than that flowing from the 
discovery of the New World. ‘The magni- 
tude of this actual accession has not yet 
half disclosed itself. Indeed it must flow 
on, with inereased volume and rapidity, to 
the final consummation of human destiny.

California Probation. 

We have had strange irregularities in 
California. Imagine a moment a company 
of your mothers and sisters and aunts and 
cousins, a sewing society, if you please, gath- 
ered at home, on a long summer afternoon, 
and such revelationsas the following brought 
out, one by one, of facts occurring there. 

What scandal it would be—what horror it 
would create—what lifting of spectacles, 
what exclamations to hear, that Judge A., 
who is always at the head of his pew on 
Sunday, has been seeu in open day walking 
with some truant woman! that our Doctor 
C. does not hesitate at any time to offer the 
pliant arm gallantly to any gay courtezan 
whom he meets! that Hon. D. has two fumi- 
lics, two homes, a white house as well as 
the old brick one on Tremont street,—and 
singing birds in cages at the door of either 
house! that E. (why our E.! we all love 
him,) never goes to the city withoyt the 
company of a favorite!. and F. lives by 
gambling, and G. also! and Deacon H. sells 
goods all day on Sunday! and my son, says 
a stricken mother, is in jail for crime—and 
half the men in the community arc getting 
fund of wine and brandies! “Mercy! what 
will become of us!’ 

And all the voices say, ‘‘Amen.” 

All these vjolations, incongruitics, immor- 
alities, have been as common in California, 
and as open as daylight. Buta new order 
of things is succeeding. Families are com- 
ing by thousands, schools: are starting, 
churches are flourishing—all the old ideas 
of New England propriety ar. -linging to 
those whocome, and beginning to return to 
others who had forgotten them. The oath, 
now, has astrange sound to some. Obscen- 
ity offends some scrupulous ears. The 


crowd looks a little to see what kind of part. 


ners these genteel looking men are now 
handing around. Those men begin them- 


selves to grow a little shy. The families of 


gamblers get here a little too soon—the in- 
famous business being not yet put away. 
Things are not as they used to: be, and we 
are all beginning to rejoice in the prospect 
of a speedy return to the good old ways. 
Young men hesitate a little where they 


will place themselves. They know that ir- 
regularitics may be in a mapner forgiven 
now, and put down to the score of strange 
scenes and strong temptations, rather than 
peculiar depravity. Past disgraces can 
never, indeed, be wiped off: yet a return to 
society is possible now for most. A kind of 
general amnesty is afforded, but ft is a lim- 
ited one. If the irregular hold out much 
longer, exhibiting confirmed preferences for 
vileness, they will be left with the lease ; 
Ieft to ruin; it must be so. _ 

Thousands of young men who till now 
never thought a life of infamy an alterna- 
tive to them, will soon decide whether they 
will hold a place in the esteem of socic'y, or 
be banished in preferred infamy. They 
cannot keep California what it has been.— 
They cannot longer throw over vice the 
semblance of respectability. It is to choose 
between virtue, and all its noble attendants; 


"the home, the restored peace of conscience, 


the esteem of men, or the outcast life of low 
passion and infamous dishonor. Gamblers 
are dooming their families to neglect. These 
officials so very polite, will find society vo- 
ting them into the retirement of low apart- 
ments. Men are beginning to feel it and to 
know it, that they gannot longer violate 
moral lawsand hold places of respectability 
among men. Many, many will never re- 
turn. Happier will be the friends of those.

Notes of Travel in the Mines. 


Arter a ride of some thirty-seven miles 
from Stockton, over plains covered with 


Ferry, on the Stanislaus river. This is the 
principal crossing place in summer, on the 
road to Sonora. Three lines of stages pass 
here daily, and heavy ox and mule teams 
are winding along here almost continually. 
There are here a good substantial hotel, 
where a Post Office is kept, a blacksmith 
shop, and some other out-buildings. A few 
miner’s tents are seen in the distance. Leay- 
ing a group of sunny loungers at the hotel, 
we crossed the river, and rising’ the opposite 
bank found a large Indian rancheria, It is 
on the Ifdian reservation which was sect 
apart for this tribe, by the Indian Commis-

its rocky wall. Taking the teail at dusk 
along the river bank, we reached Willow 
Bar at 8 in the evening. We found here 
three tents occupied by a few young men, 
who kindly offered us the hospitalities of 
the night. But anxious to reach the next 
Bar, one and a half miles distant, and as. 
sured that the trail was not as blind as the 
last one, we ventured on. The path was a 
winding one among rugged rocks, and this, 
added to the darkness of the night, made iy 
very difficult to follow. We dared not ride 
for fear of upsetting horse and all, down the 


steep bank into the river. We had to pilot 


the animal, feeling the way with our hands, 
and pulling him unwilling after us, over 
rocks, and down descents. The trail was 
lost. To advance, was dangerous, and to 
recede, impossible. The river foamed just 
below, but its embrace seemed anything 
but pleasant. We can hold on for the 
night, were it not so cold, or were it possi- 
ble to ignite some green bushes. We were 
ata stand still, A way at length opened. 
|We can plunge up the mountain side, steep 
as it is, which we did desperately for a 


while. High up the trail was found, whose — 


ruggedness we pursued until we reached 
Six Mile Bar, at half past nine o'clock, P. m. 
Here were many tents, and one house, in 
which dwelt Capt. R——, his wife and 
child, from Brooklyn, N.Y. We passed the 


‘night under his roof. Morning light re- 


vealed a wild and picturesque place. It 
was Sabbath morning. How quict was the 
scene! Some thirty or forty miners were 
gathered there, from the Findlander down 
to the native of the Rock of Gibralter, and 


over all was thrown the chastening and re-.

Three miles above is Table Mountain Ferry. 
It is owned by Messrs. O’ Byrne & Co., whe 
are making a new road to cross here, and 
which it is said will shorten the distance 
between Stockton and Sonora some 15 miles. 
They have a large two story house erected 
for a store and hotel. A mining company 
ig here engaged in throwing water by a 
force-pump from the river back some dis- 
tance upou rising ground. It is conveyed 
in a metal tube some 5 or 6 inches in diam- 
eter. The pumpis carried by a water-whecl 
placed in the edge of the stream. They 
were anticipating large returns for their 
labor, when their machine was once in suc- 
cessful operation. The'scenery at this point 
is very grand_and imposing. Back a quar- 
yer of a mile from the house, towers up a vast 
battlement of rock, dipping precipitously 
down on the river-side.
